Rival Powers. 


Among world conflicts today the 
struggle for supremacy between steam 
and electricity is not the least interesting. 
axiom that to transform one kind of 
into another involves loss of horse-power. 
The electricians reply that electric power 
need be used only when required, while 
to maintain steam-power fuel must be 
used continuously. The champions of 
steam come back to the charge by calling 


present, when capital is scarce, to carry 
much weight. In Great Britain electrifi- 
cation of railway lines is considered 
seriously only on suburban or, at least, 
short runs. It is wasteful to maintain 
a continuous electric current on lines not 
frequently used, because the loss of 
current is continuous, while tle service 
is intermittent. Although several —ritish 
railways, with heavy suburban traffic, 
have adopted the electric system, other 
companies are marking time. One reason 
for the success of electrified lines has been 
the superiot organisation that has been 
associated with them. Realising this 
tact, the Great Eastern Railway Company 
has issued a distinct challenge to elec 
trically operated lines by reorganising its 
systems of signalling and service. As a 
result the suburban services of this rail- 
way from Liverpool street terminus are 
among the most satisfactory in the world.

' Herr Erzberger. The actual assassins are 


still at large, but the police are hot on 
their track and their arrest is expected 
hourly. This “Consul” society has been 
exposed by one of its former members in 
the Berlin Vermedrts. It seems to have 
been working in close touch with the 
German National Party. In the home of 
a man named Ginther, who helped Dr. 
Rathenau’s murderers to escape, the 
police have found letters from such lead-. 
ing public figures ás Helfferich, Laden- 
dorff, von: Jagow, and Count Westarp. 
They have discovered also that some of 
the most dangerous intrigues of “Consul” 
are being conducted by schoolboys, two of 
whom, Techow’s younger brother and one 
Stuhenranch, of Berlin, are m custody 
in connection with the Grunewald murder. 
Young Techow is barely sixteen years of 
age, but professes the most «violent 
political views.
